The propoeitiou was considered at 


meetings but no conclusion WRB reached, 
bat it was thought there was a general 
expression in favor of accepting the 
proposition, and of a submission to law 
and the recognition of the regular con- 
stitutional authority. 


The men are intensely suspicious and

ing but a cloak for mere important 
action, and that tho PinkertonH will fol- 
low the deputies and non-union men the 
Pinker.oDB.

were unarmed, and as ho bad no arms to 
give them, there was no use going to 
Homeatead. therefore he would excuse 
them for tbe time being. lie intended 
to RO himself, however.

When he gete there the strikers will 


ask him Home questions, among others, 
whether, as reported) he is responsible 
for the appearance of Pinkorton'e men. 


There is a rumor in Homestead that 


forty .or fifty freight cars are being 
equipped ut Cincinnati and Lima in 
which Pinkorton's men "ill be Bent here. 


Ashamed of Himself, 


PHILADELPHIA,' July 8.—A special 


train having on board the remnant of the 
Pinkerton. detective' force overcome by 
the Homestead strikers reached here 
early this moraine. 
One'of thoeo who 


stopped here says that on tbe day of the 
riot, lute in the afternoon, when moat of 
the men favored a snfrenderj one of their 
number declared ha never would sur- 
render. Others could not bring him to 
ibeir way of thinking. He fin ally went 
forward and blew his brains oat.

When it is i 
demonstrated that the civil authorities 
have exhausted all resources it is prob- 
•able that Governor Pattison will order 
out the troops. Tbe superintendent of 
poUcp aavs there is no truth in the 
rumors about Pinkerton men coming 
.here.

will delay work on the armored croltor 
Maine, the 3000-ton cruiser Cincinnati 
.and the dotible-tnrreted monitors Puri- 
tan and Terror at the Brooklyn navy 
yard) as welt as other war Teasels under 
construction at the Mare Island navy 
yard, beside those being built by private 
firms, inaBmuch as Carnegie, Fhippi & 
Co. and the Bethlehem works have con- 
tracts to furnish tbe armor and other 
•eteel plating for war vessels. 


The PlhUortons Wore Deputized. 
HABRiBBurta, Pa., July 8.—A promi- 


•nent citizen of Fitteburg passed through 
HarriflburR this morning. He said there 
•waa no question about the Pinkerton 
•men having been properly sent to tha 
Homestead under tha approval of th« 
'BherilT. 


A letter was sent by counsel for Car- 


negie & Co. to tho Homestead mill 
placing the Pinkertona under the control 
•of Chief Deputy Grew. Thin letter, he 
Bays, was read to Sheriff McCleary, who 
-approved the arrangements, They were 
regular deputies and so recognized.

Wilson, the murderer of Mamie Walsh, 
a 13-year-old girl at Milwaukee two 
weeks ago, waa recaptured thie after- 
noon und lodged in jail here. 


He WBH nrreeted in West Olielmietn 


valley, twelve miles northeast of here, 
by John L, Carter, a constable ol that 
precinct, vvhllo leieurly v. alklng along 
the romi. 


Carter did not rocogn'xe the fugitive 


at ilret aa ho had shaved his face clean 
and wore a new suit of clothes. 


When questioned by Carter he denied 


all knowledge of the murder and offered 
to Accompany him into town. He gave 
up his gun to tho constable and the lat- 
ter'B brother went to get a toft in, Wilson 
saw his opportunity und started to run. 
After a chase of fifty yards the constable 
overtook him and after a acuille Wilson 
broke away a second time. 


Carter again overtook him when Wil- 


eon drew a razor, and Carter struck him 
with a club breaking his tight arm. 


By thia time Carter's brother had ar- 


rlfeu with a gun which he leveled at 
Wilson, telling him to surrender or die. 


He Bflid: ''Please shoot me. I want 


you to ehoot me." 


The Carters overpowered him and 


brought him to this place. 


Wilson states that he spent most of 


hia time since hie escape from Sheriff 
Kelly last Saturday night in the back of 
a nhanty near tho Willamette river. 


This evening Sheriffs Kelly and War- 


ren and twelve men started with the 
murderer ostinaibly for Oregon City, but 
it ia supposed that they intend to take 
htm to the penitentiary at Salem.

SANTA BAHDABA, July 8.—Dr. B. F. 


Winchester, BUB pet-ted of being inter- 
ested with Von Brom'er iu smuggling 
opium with the Eliza Edwards, now de- 
tained at Ban Diego, arrived ut hia home 
thia evening, and has made a long state- 
ment to the morning press. . 


He states that Von Bromer was a 


patient of his for several years.- The 
object, partially, of the Eliza Edwards 
iu coming down the coast was to take 
Von Bromer 011 a sen trip for his health, 
Another,object was to use tbe boat as 
there is no demand for seals, 'for which 
she was-built, at present, owing to the 
Behring EBB troubles. Winchester was 
in Los Angeles when be heard of the 
trouble, on his way east, aud went to 
San Dic^o to help his friend. His rea- 
son for registering under an assumed 
name was that he was constantly be- 
sieged by reporters and customs officers 
and wished to be rid of them. Ho de- 
nied any knowledge of the Btory that 
tho Edwards was going in search of the 
lost treasure in the Cocas island. The 
etory that he offered money to the Smi 
Diego Union to eupprees the news IB 
emphatically denied.
